THEY HAVE PUT THEMSELVES IN A BAD 
HOLE, BELTEVING CONGRESS WOULD MAKE 
THEM THE GAINERS IN THE END. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 80.—[Speclal.]— 

The managers of the Bonded-Spirits bill are 

discoutaged by the action of the Ways and 

Means Committee this morning. Notwith- 

standing the earnest appeals of Representa- 

tive But orth, the committee declined to 
the consideration of the Tariff 
bill shall be postponed fora single day, but 
agreed to move for a night session next week 
for the consideration of the measure.

PROPOSED CONSOLIDATION OF THE LINES 

BKTWREN SAN FRANCISCO AND NEW on- 

LEANS. 

WASsmxdrox, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special.|— 
Mr. Butterworth, from the Pacific Railroads 
Committee, has made the following report on 
the House bill to authorize the consolidation 


of certain railroads: 

House bill No, 6,316 is intended to anthor- 
ize the consolidation of such lines of railroad 
between San Francisco or other point on the 
tidal waters of Pacific Coast and some point 
on the Lower Mississippi River or on the 
Guilt of Mexico as will constitute a con- 

line of railroad between 
points. it seeks to au- 
thorize the carrying out -and into 
effect the pe beet and purpose of the act of 
March Tl, which Incorporated the Texas 
Pacific Railroad Company. It does not per- 
mit, but, on the contrary, prohibits the con- 
2 ·⁊ of any parallel or competing lines, 
the only object sought being to establish a 
great continueus through line from the tidal 
waters of the Pacific, at San Franeisco, to 
New Orleans or some other point on the Mis- 
sissippi River or Gulf of Mexico. t confers 
upon the Southern Pacific, with reference to 
consolidation, the powers an O con- 
ferred by the act before mentioned upon the 
‘Texas Pacific, 
however, to the Mississippi River. 
There are Gight lines which form part 
of this system, and the proposed consolida- 
tion ts urged with a view to economy in or- 
ganization and management, and the conse- 
quent reduction of rates is the benefit the 
people are to derive. The products of the 
Pacific coast reach the markets of Europe 
now in foreign vessels, which travel from 
16,000 to 18,000 miles, going around Cape 
Horn, and crossing the equator twice before 
reaching their destination; the voyage re- 
quiring from 120 to 180 days. By aconsolide- 
tion ot the Southern Pacific and other roads 
the vast products of the Pacific coast can be 
transterred thence to the marketsof Western 
Europe at present cost and in less than one- 
fourth the time now required, and, if the con-

They could give no 
more unpopular vote than to take lumber out 
of the free list and impose an onerous tax on 
it for the enrichment of a few plutoerats 
who have bought ap and monopolize te 
remnants of the Michigan pine forests. it is 
a wicked tax from any paint of view, and has 
no possible justification. In the City of 
Chieago 9 men out of every 100 are op- 
posed to relevying the lumber tax, which is 
wholly unnecessary for revenue purposes. 
And in the State and outgide of Chicago not 
one voter in 1,000 favors the reiniposi- 
tion of the duty oh pine lumber. It is 
felt to be an, oppressive tax throughout 
the entire State. it hurts every farmer and 
every houseowner or builder in every city 
and town in Iilinois. If either of the IIli- 
nois Senators votes for the tax on pine lum- 
ber he will offend nearly ali their canstitu- 
ents. e tax is not needed for protection. 
‘but its repeal is needed to protect what is 
left of the pine forests from speedy destriic- 
tion, as there is but eight yéars’ stipply of 
pine remain in Michigan according to the 
careful examination of the Census Bureau.

A NEW SOUTHERN INDUSTRY. 

The proceedings of the Jute State Conven- 
tion heid at Jackson, Miss., on the 17th inst. 
have not received that degree of public at- 
tention which their importance deserves. It 
was the first step in what promises to be a 
great Southern industry that may in time 
almost rival the kingly claims of cotton. A 
paper read before thie convention by Mr. C. 
Menelas, a prominent planter of Mississippi 
and the first to introduce jute-culture in the 
United States, conveys much intefesting in- 
formation concerning it, arid subsequently 
led to practical action by the convention 
looking to the extension of the area of its 
cultivation. 

Jute is an Indian plant whose fibrous bark 
is very fine and is used for making wrapping 
and writing paper, ropes, gunny-cloth, bag- 
ging, matting and carpets, and is alse mixed 
with cotton, weolen, and even with silk goods. 
In 1882 the production of jute in India 
reached 3,000,000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
and the annual productive value of the in- 
dustry is estimated at about $100,000,000. As 
to the imports of jute to this country Mr. 
Menelas says: 

The money value of the imported raw and 
manufactured jute to the United States | must 
be over $10,000,000 annually—an item very large 
even for this great country, aud which we may 
— save in a few years if we only make an 
intelligent effort to raise jute. Our wants for 
that article are enormous and yearly ope 
We need it for our cotton erops of 6,500 hes 
this year, with prospects to reach 8 7000 
8.600, of bales the next two or three ä 
and every bale of cotton requires seven yards 
of two to two ands ete pounds enen yard. 
We need it for our breadstuffs for shipment to 
Europe, and for innumerabie other purposes as 
above stated 

Mr. Menelas, having made practical ex- 
periments in jute-culture, is authorized to 
speak as to the adaptability ef the South for 
the raising of the plant. Ile says: As to 
our soil and climate, we could not wish for 
anything better, and my experiments of the 
last four years in raising fute enable me to 
state in the most positive manner that jute 
grows in the Southern States as luxufiantly 
as it does in India, if not better.“ As to eom- 
petition with the cheap labor of India, that 
is already settled in the affirmative by Ameri- 
can ingenuity, which has introduced and 
placed at the disposal of the jute industry a 


decorticating machine, by the use of wuich 


he is confident that not only will the South 
; compete with India in raising jute, but that 


it will speedily raise all that is needed for 
home consumption and be able to exporta 
— quality of it than is raised in India. 
Mr. Menelas also laid before the conven- 
tion a detailed statement of the method of 
preparing the soil, planting, harvesting, and 
decorticating, and the yield per acre, which 
he estimates at from 1,500 to 2,000 pounds at 


the start, yielding from $75 to $100, wich is 


considered a good result, as the crop re- 
quires less work than cornand can be turned 
into money in four months. As to the cost 
of production, he estimates that it can be 
made ready for the market at two cents per 
pound. 

The paper read by Mr. Menelas was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm, and it has 


roused a jute fever all over the State. The 


daily press has discussed it in all its bear- 
ings, and not an unfavorable comment has 
yet been made. The enthusiasm has also 
spread into Louisiana and Tennessee, espe- 
cially among the planters in the bottom 
lands bordering on the Mississippi. The con- 
vention organized itself into a Jute-Grow- 
ers’ Association, and several of the most 
prominent men in the State were appointed 
upon working committees, among them a 
committee to secure jufe-seed and distribute 
it in time’ for the spring sowing this year. 
From the enthusiastic manner in which the 
planters have seized upon the advantages 
offered them, it looks as if cotton might have 
a consort upon its throne betore long. 


FOLLY OF THE IOWA PROHIBITIONISTS. 

Advices from various parts of lowa in- 
dicate that the Prohibitionists in that State 
afe again preparing to take the war-path in 
behalf of their impracticable hobby. . They 
announce the intention of setting up news- 
paper Organs at Dubuque and other points. 
in the State. They have been holding con- 
ferences, and are said to have decided to 
bring a pressure to bear upon the Governor 
to call an extra session of the Legislature, 
from which they hope to obtain a strong 
prohibitory statute. They cannot wait for 
the regular process of passing another 
amendment to the Constitution. If the Govy- 
ernor shall not yield at once to their de- 
mands they propose to threaten him with a 
coalition between the Greenbackers and the 
Prohibitionists as a means to smash the Re- 
publican party. Infact, the decision of the 
Supreme Court setting aside the crank con- 
stitutional amendment seems to have aroused 
the Prohibitionists to resentment. ‘They are 
on the war-path. 

All this is very ridiculous. The cranks 
who are inciting this movement are wasting 
their time and stirring up bad blood for noth- 
ing. If they succeed in getting a special 
session of the Legislature and a probibition 
statute, or if they wait for another constitu- 
tional amendment, and even if they finally 
obtain the approval of the Supreme Court 
for this kind of absurd legislation, they wòIII 
have made no progress in the direction of 
imposing coercive teetotalism on the drink- 
ing classes. Any such law will be a dead 
letter, as it is in Kansas. It may open the 
way for lawsuits, for conflicts between the 
authorities and quarrels among the citizens, 
and for such an agitation as shall retafd the 
growth and progress of the State. Butafter 
ail this, liquor will continue to be consumed 
by all whose appetites crave it. The liquor 
may be of a poor quality, and it may cost 
more than it does now, but every one who 
wants it will find a way to get it in spite of 
all prohibitory enactments. 

The great trouble with the Iowa Prohibi- 
tionists and thelr coadjutors and sympa- 
thizers everywhere is, that they proceed upon 
false theory. They concéntrate their efforts 
ostensibly against the manufacture and sale 
of liquor, whereas their real purpose is to 
prevent the people from drinkmg. 

Why don’t they clamor tor the passage of 
a law or the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment directly prohibiting people from 
drinking liquot, wine, or beer; under pains 
and penalties? Because they know, in the 
first place, that such a law could not be 
passed, and in the second place, if it were 
passed, it would de utterly thoperative. 
The_ personal privilege of drinking cannot 
be successfully denied by statutes any more 
than the personal privilege of eating or 
sleeping. A constitutional amendment 
in lowa enjoining all people to eat 
pork would not Be observed by the Jews, 
or another forbidattie tne eating of pork 
would not be observed by the Gentiles, who 
enjoy a slice of ham or u rasher of bacon. A 
law making it an offense against the Consti- 
tution to drink @ glass ef wine or a seidel of

bitionists seek to attain by indirection—by a 
deceptive law forbidding the manufacture 
and sale of wine and beer. Thev are coward- 
ly and dishonest in thelr methods; not 
only that, but they are unreasonable in sup- 
posing that men can be prevented from 
drinking by indirect legislation when direct 
legislation to that end would not accomplish 
pu 


rpose. 
If the Prohiditionists of Iowa have any 


teal desire to combat drunkenness and min- 
imize the sale and consumption of intoxica- 
ting liquor, there is a fair, honest, and prac- 
tioal way for them to proceed. An extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature can help them ih this 
work if it shall pass a hich-license law. The 
license-fee may be fixed at $1,000, or such a 
figure as will reduce the number of saloons 
to the bare accommodation of those who will 
drink and are not able to keep liquor on hand 
at home or to belong to clubs. Public senti- 
ment in Iowa would sustain such a law. In 
some communities it would probably have 
the effect of wiping out the salgons alto- 
gether; in all other communities it would be 
a complete protection against the loafing and 
viciousness that are incident to an excess of 
saloons. More people can be prevented from 
drinking by such legisiation than by any form 
of prohibitory legislation; and, as the sup- 
pression or repression of drinking is the real 
aim of the Prohibiuonists, both honesty and 
expediency should impel them to urge the 
higly license system,

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THE COWARDLY COUNCIL AND SALOON 
LICENSES. 

The cowardly Common Council may have 
been recreant to the mass of the people, but 
it has kept faith with its saloon bosses. The 
pusillanimous Council has refused to raise 
the saloon licenses. Every proposition to 
that end was voted down at the last meeting 
at the behest of the grogshops. The mo- 
tion to fix the fee even at $104—just double 
the present paltry sum the saloonkeepers 
pay—mustered only seventeen votes, though 
that is a basis on which the saloonkeepers 
would compromise very willingly. Reading 
between the lines of the reported proceed- 
ings, however, it is easy to discover that a 
majority of the Aldermen would vote for a 
8500 license if they had the manhood to fol- 
low their own convictions as to the justice 
and policy of that course. But they 
stand in mortal fear of the saloonkeepers. 
They evidently regard the latter as in- 
vincible in city affairs, and that the 
people's wishes may be safely disre- 
garded, They are mistaken about this. 
At the same time, their surrender to the 
grog-sellers has revealed their unmanly, ab- 
ject cowardice, which the people are not 
likely to forget. The class which demand 
the increase of licenses is made up of all who 
do not drink liquor, ef all who drink in 
moderation, of all who condemn the de- 
praved and vicious influences which accom- 
pany an excess of saloons, of all who desire 
better police protection and better lighted 
and cleaned streets, and of all who pay taxes 
which are now eaten up so largely in ex- 
penses imposed by twice or thrice as many 
saloons as there is any sort of need for. It 
is very bad judgment which subordinates 
the sentiment of four-fifths of the community 
to the selfish saloonkeepers and the whisky- 
soaked loafers they control. 

Fortunately the @pplication of the people 
to the poltroon Council for an increase of 
saloon licenses has not exhausted the popu- 
lar power. The subject is before the Legis- 
lature in a shape which promises a satisfac- 
tory response to the public demand. The 
lieense fee for citigs will be fixed at not less 
than $500; indeed, it looks as though this 
figure will be adopted as the minimum 
throughout the State. All advices agfee 
that the country members are as solicitous 
fora high figure as are the city members. 
The small tewns, villages, and cross-roads 
suffer as seriously in proportion as the larger 
cities do from an excess of salbons and the 
damage which such excess inflicts upon 
every community. George White, who is 
State Senator as well as Alderman, reports 
that the sentiment in the Legislature is over- 
whelmingly in favor of high license; that 
there is no talf of establishing a fee less 
than $300; and that the majority seem to 
favor a basis of not less than $500, and a 
good many advocate $1,000. It is for the 
interest of the entire State to give Chicago 
the necessary means to provide ample police 
protection and proceed with necessary pub- 
lie works, as it is to keep the saloons: every- 
where within the actual demands of the 
drinking classes.

WHO PAYS FOR THE COTTON HOOPS! 

Maj. McKinley, of the Canton (Ohio) dis- 
trict, raised quite a breeze in the House 
on Saturday last on the tariff discussion. 
Next to Sam Randall (Dem.) and Fiat Kelley, 
McKinley is the most ultra tariff protection- 
ist in Congress. He preaches the doctrine 
of a “tariff for protection to manufacturing 
capitalists with incidental revenue to the 
Government,” well knowing, however, that 
a tariff thus formed Is in direct conflict with 
the last three Republican Presidential plat- 
forms, which advocate a tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection; and as he has un- 
doubtedly read the Constitution he must 
know that it nowhere authorizes Congress 
to impose duties for the purpose either of 
prohibiting imports or of increasing prices 
artifieially on the public for the benefit of 
special classes of manufacturers; and hence 
his kind of a tariff is not only oppressive but 
unconstitutional. ) 

But to return to the speech: McKinley was 
eulogizing and defending the Randall-Kelley 


bill, whieh, under the fretense of revising and. 


lowering the tariff, frandulently raises it on 
many articles of prime necessity, in order to 
enrich Pennsylvania manufacturers. We 
copy a passage from the debate: 


He then went on to defend the 
features of the Kelley bill, and raised a storm 
in discussimg the item of cotton ties. He said 
that they were but a piece of hoop-iron with a 
loop on the end.

pound? Would it be 11 cents? Not by 
auy means. Stix cents a pound for that bale 
would probably be the outside price, All 
cotton-mill buyers know the average weight 
of the wrappnge, and Its value to them, if 
any, and make allowance therefor. The 
Liverpool market fixes the price per pound 
df the bale with its wrapbage; and, as 
Chase and Crapo well know, every bale 
of cotton sold in Liverpool is subjected to 6 
per cent tare on account -of the wrappage. 
Thus, if the gross weight of the bale is 450 
pounds, the English merchant who buys it 
pays only for 433 pounds of cotton. The 
other twenty-seven pounds represent the 


iron ties and bagging on the bale, for which ) 


Liverpool purrhasers pay nothing. The 
bagging and hooping are treated as alloy in 
precious metals. Only the pure stuff is 
actually paid for. The cost of the bagging 
and iron hoops is a dead loss to the 
planter. To whatever extent the tax is 
raised on the iron heops the amount 
comes out of the hard earnings of thé Re- 
publican negroes who raise the cotton and 
the Democratic planters who rent them the 
land and implements of cultivation. Ne 
sophistry ean. disguise the fact. Were it 
otherwise the cotton-growers would not re- 
sist any increase of the tax on bagging and 
ties, but would let the cotton manufacturers 
fight the Pittsburg fron-mills in their grab 
for more bounty. If Messrs. Chase and 
Crapo really paid 11 cents a pound for 
the hoops and bagging they would not be 
egging on McKinley, Randall, and Kelley to 
raise the tariff on cotton ties from 35 per cent 
ad valorem to 75 or 80 per cent. On the con- 
trary, they would oppose the proposed raise 
of tax as dishonest, greedy, and oppressive. 
It makes all the difference in the world with 
these sanctimonious hypoerits whose ox is 
gored. So long as it is the poor darkies and 
not themselves who have to suffer, they are 
ardent advocates of more bounties for the 
Pennsylvania hoop-iron cormorants to be ex- 
tracted from the scanty earnings of the toil- 
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N asecond letter from Master Mechanic “ 
on the change of Opinion among working- 
men as to the tariff, the writer says that the 
wages class have been believers in protec- 
tion because they saw that under that system 
they were the best fed, best clothed, and best 
housed representatives of their class in the 
world. The fact is, that the American labor- 
er has always, under high and low revenue 
and protective tariffs, been the most prosper- 
ous of his kindin any country. But it was 
not taxation of the consumers of his products 
that made him do so well. The point on 
which the whole question of the benefits of 
protection to the working people turus isa 
very simple one. We have had the highest 
kind of a protective tariff for twenty-one 
years. Has the condition of the wages class 
matertally improved during that time? There 
has been a boom in the protected industries 
of this country since 1878 Knormous fort- 
unes have been made by individuals. The 


Pennsylvania Steel Company in 1581, after | 


having paid dividends of 12 per cent in 1880 
and 22 per cent in 1881, had on hand a sur- 
plus of profits amounting to 83,286, 43 on a 
capital of $2,000,000. But with all these 
profits resulting from the tax of over 100 per 
cent voted to them by the workingmen and 
other citizens of the country these steel-rail 
millionaires paid their workingmen, accord- 
ing to the statement in Congress of a steel- 
rail manufacturer, very much less” than 
was paid for skilled labor in the neighboring 
iron-works. The workingman had to take 
the natural market price for wnat he had to 
sell, but his employers got the Government to 
create an artificial price for the steel rails 
they had to sell. This $3,000,000 and more of 
the surplus profits of the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company and the other millions of surplus 
profits of the rail milis at Joliet and else- 
where came out of the pockets of the 
workmen, farmers, and the other con- 
sumers of steel-rail transportation. But 
if the workmen got any share of these 
millions beyond the naked competitive mar- 
ket price of their labor, we have yet 
to hear of it. The whole country was con- 
vulsed last summer by the attempts of the 
working-classes to obtain by strikes an ad- 
vance in wages from their 100 per cent pro- 
tected employers that would have brought 
the price of labor to a par again with 
the prices of living, which had ad- 
vanced beyond them. These strikes 
failed, and the men were starved into 
submission. Within a few months pro- 
tected employers, most prominent ameng 
them the steel-rail men, who got the highest 
protection and talked the loudest at Wash- 
ington about paying good wages to Ameri- 
can labor, have struck against labor. Work- 
ingmen all over the countty who havé sub- 
mitted to be taxed on everything they ate, 
wore, and used, in order to maintain an in- 
dustrial system that promised them con- 
stant work at high wages, find what? That 
they are thrown out of work after having 
been toiling all day for grease enough to 
keep the machine running one day more, and 
are informed that they cannot have the priv- 
ilege of returning to work unless they will 
take lower wages. This is. what the work- 
ingmen get for their share of protection. 
— 

A DELECTABLE lot were the Tariff Com- 
mission—Kenner, Oliver, Porter, Hayes, et 
al. That they used official power to initiate 
legisiation for their private benefit—that the 
sugar man Kenner worked for the tax on sugar 
cousumers, and the woolen man Hayes for 
the tax on the woolen goods, and the iron 
man Oliver for the iron tax ou the people, 
and the wool-grower Garland for the tax on 
wool, and everybody's man Porter for all 
the grabs and steals—this is the least of their 
offenses against good manners and good 
morals.

One of his epistolary effusions was directed 
to a Buffalo glucose manufacturer, to whom 
he described in strong language the 
advantage he would gain by “join- 
ing the sugar ring. Seven-cighths of 
this manufacturer's product were used 
in the adulteration of sirups, and 
the innocent Kenner pointed out that the 
higher the price of the genuine arficle could 
be carried by taxation, the more tie Buffalo 
philanthropist could get for his adulter- 
ant! Hayes and Oliverin the report made 
public recommendations of lower taxés 
which they immediately by private effort in- 
duced the Ways and Means Committee to 
disregard. Simultaneously with the begin- 
ning of the tariff debate in Washington, 
Commissioner Porter turns up in England, 
whence he sends a series of nightmare let- 
tors about the horrible condition of the pau- 
per labor of that country.

Ir the Republican managers really are 
maneuvering, as Washington dispatches as- 
sert, to keep the tariff quesiten alive anti 
lead their party into the next canvass as the 
party of high protection, we earnestiy warn 
them that they are making an irreparable 
blunder: Their language in the recent call 
issued by the Republican National Oommit- 
tee was a gratuitous and unauthorized adop- 
tion of the slogan of protection as the battle- 
cry of the next campaign. The Kepublican 
party, as Senator Van Wyck showed in his 
recent speech, has never adopted the doe- 
trines of protection with incidental revenue. 
The signs of the times indicate that a great 
change is in progress in the opinions of the 
workiagmen, who turned the scale for the 
Republicans in 1880. If the Republican poli- 
ticians calculate to ride back inte power by 
rallying the workingmen as in 1880 to the 
defense of pretectionist employers we believe 
they will be ruinowsly disappointed with the 
result. A second letter which we publish 
today from a master mechanic who used to 
be a strong protectionjst makes it clear that a 
great cloud of doubt is overcoming the minds 
of the wages class as to the share they get of 
the benefits of the protective taxes and as to 
the motives which lead their employers to 
spend so much time and money in Washing- 
ton for the dignity of American labor.“

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Turn is one possible outcome of the 
Couneil's pusillanimous surrender to the sa- 
loonkeepers which has probably escaped the 
poltroon Aldermen who are 80 anxious to 
court grogseller support.

FRANCE. _ 
CAMPENON MADE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Pants, Jan. 90.—Gen. Campenon has ac- 
cepted the Ministry of War. He held that 
office under M. Gambetta. He 1s a stanch 
Republican. A staff officer at the time of the 
coup d’etat, he was arrested and exiled. He 
betook himself to Tunis and devoted his at- 
tention to the reorganization of the Bey's 
little army. But he soon returned to France, 
rejoined the army. and served in Algeria, in 
Italy, and in China. In 1870 M. Campenon 
was chief of Gen. Legrande’s staff, taking 
part in the celehrated charge in which that 
brave old officer was killed. He was wounded 
and made prisoner, and spent some time at 
Aix-la-Ohapelle. In 1875 Ca&mpenon was 
promoted to the rank of Brigadier-General, 
and four years later to that of General of Di- 
vision, with the command of the Fifth Divis- 
ion of infantry, garrisoned in Paris. On the 
14th of November, 1881, he became Minister 
of War in Gambetta’s Cabinet, but resigned 
with Gambetta in January, 1882. He became 
a Grand Officer of the Legion of Honor in 
February of last year. He isa thorough sol- 
dier, tall, full of vigor and energy, and with 
his record as.a faithful supporter of Gambet- 
tain his cloudy days is extremely popular. 
Admiral Jatireguiberry, complying with 
the request of Presinent Grévy, has agreed 
to conductthe Ministry of Marine pending 
the appointment of his.suceessor.

FUTURE MANHOOD. 


Mrs. Mary Livermore’s Lecture on the 
Youth of America. 

Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, of Boston, deliv- 
ered the third lecture of the course of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union at 
Farwell Hall to a very large audience last 
evening. She was introduced by the Rev. 
Dr. Wiking ina few complimentary remarks, 
and took for her subject The Future Man- 
hood of America.” 

She commenced by comparing the progress 
of civilization to the marching of an. army, 
and proceeded to show how it had developed 
in by-gone ages. It had been confined up to 
1,500 years ago to Egypt, Greece, and Rome, 
but since then it had gotten a foothold in 
the central nations, and the leadership was 
fast passing to the New World.

THE DEAD PRELATHE. 
TRANSFERRING AROHBISHOP HUGHES’ R- 
MAINS, 

. New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—Funeral 
rites of impressive solemnity were celebrat- 
ed over the body of the late Most-Rev. John 
Hughes, D. D., the first Arehbishop of New 
York, in St. Patrick’s Cathedral today. That 
large edifice began to fill with people soon 
after 9 o'clock, and at 10, when the services 
began, there were at least 4,000 persons 
packed closely within its walls. Every avail- 
able foot of room was occupied. Although 


at least one-half of the people were obliged | 


to stand during the entire ceremo- 
nies, Which were nearly four hours 
long, there was not the slightest 
unseemly manifestation of impatience. In 
the front part of the church, the crush was 
so great while the sermon was being preach- 
ed that ladies fainted. There was an impos- 
ing array of clergymen in the church, and in 
the front rows of seats and back of the priests 
in the chancel were the surpliced choir-boys, 
to the number of fifty. Cardinal McCloskey 
sat on his throne, and was assisted by Vicar- 
General Quipn and Chancellor Preston. 
Among the Bishops present were Archbishop 
Corrigan, Bishop Laughlin, of Brooklyn, 
Bishop McMurney, of — Bishop Me- 
Quade, of Rochester, aeons | Ulig- 
ger, of Newark, Bishop Farrell, 
of Trenton, and members of the Franciscan, 
Dominican, and Paulist orders were aiso 
present. The services were opened by the 
performance of the office for the dead, in 
which many of the clergy joined with the 
chancel choir. 
SOLEMN HIGH MASS, 

A solemn pontifical requiem mass was then 
celebrated, The Most Rev. Archbishop Cor- 
rigan was the celebrant. Vicar-General 

uinn and Chancellor Preston assisted 
Cardinal at the throne during the mass. 
Chanceller Preston, of St. Ann’s Church, 
preached an eloquent sermon on the life 
and character of the dead Archbishop. 
After the close of the sermon the solemn 
ceremony of the absolution was 
performed by Cardinal. McCloskey, assisted 
1 Archbishop ‘Corrigan, Bishop MeQuade, 

ishop McNurney, and Bishop Loaghilin. 
The venerable Cardinal descended from the 


| chancel, and, supported by Archbishop Cor- 


rigan and Bishop McQuade, walked with 
slow and trembling steps to a pointin the 
central aisle at the bead of the catafalque. 
Bishops McNurney and Loughlin took their 
places at the. other end of the bier. The 
“Libera Me Domine” was sung, and each 
of the distinguished clergymen, inciuding 
the Cardinal, passed successively around the 
bier, incensing it and sprinkling it with 
holy water, while prayers for the rest 
of the dead were uttered. The absolution 
closed the services in the church. The coffin 
was taken from the catafalaue by eight stal- 
wart bearers and carried through the sacristy 
to the entrance to the vaults beneath the 
church. It was deposited under the high 
altar with no other ceremony than an appro- 
priate chant for the repose of the soul. The 
body was followed to its last resting-place 
by Mrs. Rodrigues, sister of the late Arch- 
bishop, with her husband and children, and 
Mrs. Eugene Kelly, the niece of Archbishop 
Hughes, also accompanied by her husband 
and children.

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AN UNKNOWN QUANTITY. . 
A NEW ELECTRICAL COMPANY. 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Spgcial,] —A long 
discussion was provoked im the. Board of 
Aldermen today; by a report from the Com- 
mittee on Fetries and Franchises, in favor of 
granting the petition of the New York Elec- 
tric Lines Company, asking for the right to 
dig trenches in all the city streets in which 
to place all the télegtaph wires used in the 
city. An attempt was made to adopt the re- 
port at once, but some ot the cautious A lder- 
men, who had not been posted as to the char- 
acter of the so@alied Bilectrie Lines 
Company, favored  refetring and 
finally succeeded in doing go. No one 
in the board could be found to explain who 
formed the company, while several of 
the Aldermen expressed selves in favor 
of placthg the wifes under the thorough- 
fares, they did not propose to blindly sad 
some great monopoly upon the city. The. 
telegraph business was managed by bad 
enough monopolies now, and it would not 
do to ereate a worse one. The only name 
that appeared in connection with this cor- 

yration was that of Sidney F. Shelbourne. 
That gentleman, however, would fur- 
nish no  definit information doneern- 
ing it. Their plan was to let wires 
at reasonable rates to such eompanies 
and private persons a8 could not afford to 
lay single wires of their own. The stock- 
holders and incorporaters, he said, were men 
of great wealth and high commercial stand- 
ing, as would be proved atthe proper time: 
but to give their names at present would be 
to forewarn and thus forearm the opposition 
to be expected from the Western Union and 
other monopolists which they would be 
obliged to combat.

Barr, and Mr. Scott Mr. Shelbourne, the 
President of the company, who owns 
$4,870,000 worth of the capita: stock of 
the company, has a law office. in 
the same uilding with the office of 
the company, at No. 11 Gold street, 
and there were indications apparent that he 
occupied the same room as a sleeping apart- 
ment in spite of the magnificence of his 
financial operations. George L. Weed, the 
Vice-President and Treasurer, is also Presi- 
dent of the Weed & Becker Manufacturing 
Company, whose office warehouses are 
strangely enough on the same floor of the 
same building. Herbert P. Brush, the Secre- 
tary, holds the same office with the William 

Manufactaring Company, whose office 
and warehouse are ‘also 77 a singular coin- 
cidence in the same building on the same 
floor.

LIBEL SUITS. 
INSTITUTED BY A COUSIN OF “POPE BOB.” 

New York, Jan. 30.— (Special. |—~T wo gults 
for libel, in each of which the damages are 
laid at $90,000, have been begun in the Su- 
preme Court of Kings County by Howard 8. 
Ingersoll, a cousin of Col. Robert G. Inger- 
soll, against the Sun Printing and Publisb- 
ing Association and the New York J llustrat 
ed Times. Sinclair Tousey, President of the 
American News Company, and Isaac En- 
gland, publisher of the IMustruted Times at 
the time of alleged libel, are the defend- 
ants in the second suit. In the Sun of 
Dec. 15,1880, wes published an article with 
the following head: “Whipped in Barclay 
Street—Miss Freeman’s Story of Why She 
Htesorted toſthe Lash—Attacking in a Public 
Piace the Man Whom She Accuses of N 
ing to Injure Her— First Blinding Hin by 
Throwing Cayenne Pepper.” The article went 
on to describe the attack on Mr. Ingersoll and 
the reason given for it by the girl She is 
described as Aline May Freeman, a young 
English girl lately landed. In answer to an 
advertisment she entered Ingersoll’s employ 
accord to the Sun story,as a model, an 
he bad insulted her She could not 
have him  arres in Brooklyn, she 
said, because she had no mosey. 
therefore she determined to avenge herseif 
by attacking Ingersoll as she had done. It 
subsequently appeared that the woman was 
one of the mest accomplished swindiers who 
ever took up the practice of crime as a pro- 
fession, and that she had made the assault on 
Mr. Ingersoli merely for the purpose of 
blackmai him. 

SENT TO THE ISLAND. 

Ingersoll had her arrested, and she was 
sent to Blackwell's Island for one year and 
<> to pay a fine of - $250, which she 
paid. It is claimed by Ingersoll that the 
publication in the Sun and the copying of the 
article into the Illustruted Times, which 
also gave an engraving of the alleged horse- 
whipping, ruined his business, from which 
the year before the publication complained 
of Ingersoll claims to have made a profit of 


$15,000, 

Embodied in Mr. Ingersoll’s complaint are 
facts connected with the woman’s remark- 
abie career. Her real name is Ellen — 
Stanley. She lived with a merchant nam 
Freeman in London, and forged his name to 
a check for £2,000 in 1879. She escaped to 
Canada, where she eloped with her employer 
to Cleveland. She subsequently joined a 
man named Roe, a London acquaintaace, on 
Long island, and afterward she got a situa- 
tion In the family of the President of the 
New York Stock Exchange. At the end of 
three days she left mysteriously, and the 
next day three men attempted to blackmail 
herelate employer. 

A PROFESSIONAL BLACKMAILER. 

She next went to Montclair, N. J., and at- 
tempted to blackmail a gentleman there. 
She returned to New York and blackmailed 
a leading lawyer, who gave her $1,000. In 
February, 1 she was married to one 
“Billy” Morrison. She continued her 
blackmailing business, the Injured husband 
always turning up in time to make matters 
warm. She next committed bigamy dy 
marrying a young man in Downing street, 
and two weeks later she was arrested 
on Mr. Ingersoll’s complaint. Before the 
events described ve had occurred, a 
woman named Mabel Carter tarned up with 
a child at Pittsburg in March, 1877, and told 
an extraordinary story of 1 ship- 
wrecked on her way from Bom y to En- 
gland. On the night of Sept. I, 1877, a 
woman was foun iying on the pavement 
near the residence of Mr. John Pitzsimmon 
of First aven Pittsburg. She wascarri 
into Mr. Fitzsimmons’ house, where she 
said she was the daughter of Judge Waldron, 
of Boston, and that she had been chloro- 
formed and assaulted by three men. She 
left Mr. Fitzsimmons’ house some time after- 
ward, tak with her Miss Fitzsimmons’ 
clothing . jewelry. Mabel Carter, alias 
Miss Waldron, now turns out to be the young 
woman who assaulted and attem to 


blackmail Mr. Ingersoll.

THE NARPER BILL. ' ia 

The Harper bill was read, and ts consid- 
ertion deferred until Mr. Crocker’s return, 
and in order to give Mr. Harper a chance to 
be present and advocate the measure tomor- 
row.

the — Tig „ From all appearances the 
Harper bill has anything but a promising 
future so far as the committee is concerned. 

The test measure is likely to be one which 
will be introduced in the House tomorrow. 
There will probably be a majority and a mi- 
nority report on it from the committee. and 
the fight for supremacy will be transferred 
to the floor of the House. The Dill, 
in brief, prohibits county boards and the 
authorities of cities, towns, and villages from 
granting licenses except oh payment of such 
sum as may be determined, not less than 
$500 in cities, towns, or villages having over 
5,000 inhabitants, nor less than $250 in cities, 
towns, and villages having less than 5,000 in- 
habitants. In other words, the bill. provides 
a minimum license fee, so that a town which 
now charges $600 or $800 a year may con- 
tinue to impose it if it so choose. The 
bill is * be favored by Mr. 
Parker, of Cook, the Chairman of 
the committee, and from present indications 
will be the measure on which the advocates 
and opponents of high license will ultimately 
lock horns in the house. 

HOUSE JUDICTARY. 

The House Judiciary Committee put in 
several hours’ good work, pruning here and 
killing there, as seemed most necessary, 
Quinn’s Wife-Beating bill. which treats the 
wife-bangers to a dose of from five to twenty- 
five lashes, apparently struek the majority 
of the committee as a much-needed meas- 
ure for this day and generation, and was 
referred to a sub-committee, with 
instructions to redraw the. bill, by 
so amending the Justice act as 
to empower Justices to impose the penalty. 
Mr. Yancey’s bill to increase from one to ten 
years the minimum penalty for breaking Into 
a dwelling-house at night also received fa- 
yorable consideration. The author hiniself 
explained that burglary of late years had 
been put ona par with stealing apples from 
a freight-car, and said he proposed to restore 
the old common-law penalty if he could. 

Mr. Kimbrough said he had consulted two 
Judges of the Supreme Court and seven of 
the Circuit Court, and all of them rec- 
ommended the restoration of the old 
common-law penalty for  house-break- 
ing. He was emphatically in favor 
of the change himself, and gave the 
committee a very convincing argument, 
drawn from his own personal experience. 
Four years ago a burglar entered his family 
sleeping-room, and from that day to this his 
wife had never been able to sleep alone in the 
house. ‘The burglar was subsequently ar- 
rested, and when Mr. Kimbrough expressed 
regret that he had not tackled him then and 
there, even though unarmed, replied with an 
oath, I had an eight-inch dirk in my hand 
ready for you if you had.” 

The bill was referred to 4 sub-committee, 
consisting of Yancey and Kimbrough, to 
amend its form, and will undoubtedly receive 
a favorable report from the main cominittee. 

The chairman, Mr. Morrison, remarked 
that there would probably be a good many 
bills before the committee in a sh ort time seek- 
ing to amend the criminal code, and he ac- 
cordingly suggested the propriety of group- 
ing them into one.

Mr. Kimbrough expressed his sympathy 
with the object of the bill, which is designed 
to break up the practice of getting continu- 
ances on the strength of snide affidavits; but 
took the ground that it was all important 
to be sure of the constitutionality of the 
measure before attempting to pass it. If it 
were passed, and the Supreme Court should 
afterwards decide it unconstitu al, the pro- 
ceedings wight delay some v important 
criminal case, and result in no good ta any 
one but the criminal. After some further 
talk the bill was referred to the committee 
of five, when appointed, to look into the 
question of its constitutionality. Ine ma- 
jority of the committee are evidently of the 
opinion, under their present light, that the 
bill will not stand the test, but Mr. Manahan 
is confident in his ability to show that it will, 
and proposes to make an earnest fight for it. 

IN GENERAL. 

The Committee on Judicial Department 
considered Mr. Herrington’s bill, introduced 
today, to abelish the city courts of Elgin and 
Aurora, on the ground that they are not only 
expensive institutions to carry on but have 
outlived their usefulness. The committee 
was undecided as to how the abolition should 
be brought about, whether by bill or under 
the general law, and referred the matter to 
the Attorney-General for an opinion. 

The Committee on Roads and Bridges held 
a long meeting, listened to yards of talk 
from its members on the road question, dis- 
covered that no two of them were agreed, 
and adjourned to meet another day, when 
each member will present a written essay on 
the subject. Out of this mass of matter it is 
hoped to get something tangible.

PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

A bil to define the powers and duties of 
judges and the rightsof electors at primary 
elections was introduced today by Senator 
White. In view of the interest manifested in 
reforming the mode of conducting primaries, 
the full text of the bill is herewith given: 

Sec. 1. Be it enactéd, etc., That primary elec- 
tions shall hereafter be heid in this State under 
the following conditions: All judges of primary 
elections shall be selected by the „ Or- 
ganized District or Central Committee of any 
political party or association, and shall receive 
their authority or commission to act as such 
judges from the Secretary of such District or 
Central Committee. Such judges shail, before 
entering upon their duties, severally be «worn 
before a Justice of the Peace or Notary Public 
in manner and form as is pew required of judges 
or inspectors at general eiections. 

Sec.2. After qualification as aforesaid such 
judges of the primary election shall be the 
judges of the qualifications of the primary 
electors, and sbali have the power to admunister 
oaths to electors and examine the same under 
oath; zn order to determine the right of any 
pe to vote at such primary election, 

Sec. 3. No person spall be entitled to vote at 
a primary election ia this State uniess he is a 
citizeu of the Uuited States, of the age of 21 

ears, and bas bees an actual resident of this 
state one year, of the county ninety days, and 
01 the township, ward, or election district in 
which such primary election is held thirty days; 
and any person not a citizen of the United 
States, and neither a resident of this State, nor 
of the county, township, ward, or election dis- 
trict in which such primary election is heid, who 
shail falsely make oath fore such election 
judges that be is a citizen and resident of such 
State, county, —— ward, or election dis- 
trict, sball be deemed guilty of perjury, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be sentenced to 
imprisonment in the bridewell, workhouse, or 
bouse of correction for a term not less than six 
nor more than tweive mooths, or shall be sub- 
jected to a tine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $500; and upon a second convicaon for the 
like offease shall be sentenced to imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for a term not less than one 
nor more thau three years. 

NEW LEGISLATION. 

Among the other bills introduced today were 
one by Senator Hereley, to amend Sec. ot the 
General Incorporation act, so as to limit the 
compensation to be paid to Aldermen and Vil- 
lage Trustees to $5 for each meeting attended, 
and the 1 bilis for the Feeble- 
Minded Asyium, one of which proposes to ap- 
propriate $18,000 for the purchase of 189 acres 
of land near the institution. The amount asked 
for current expenses and repairs is $85,000 for 
the coming two years.

“THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 980.—[Special.J~—The 
Varneli reslution, calling for an investigation by 
the Committee on Finance of the rumor that 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company has not 
reported its full gross earnings for taxation, 
was taken up soon after the opening of the ses- 
sion this morning as a special order. 

Mr. Day, of Champaign, offered an amend- 
ment instructing the Committee on Revenue to 
inquire into the allegations and report whether 
there was any evidence on which to base the 
charges, and whether there was probable cause 
tor instituting a systematic examination of the 
company’s accounts.

THE CITY OF BRUSSELS. 


Experiences of Aubrey Hunt, the Artist, 
Who Was a Passenger on the Wrecked 
Ship. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 30.— Special. I- Au- 
brey Hunt, the artist, of this city, who was a 
passenger on the City of Brussels, writes toa 
friend here his experiences in regard to the 
events immediately connected with and re- 
lating to the collision. Mr. Hunt says: 


I bad just thought of getting up, and had 
looked through the porthole, and, seeing that it 
was foggy, turned over in my bed, thinking of 


| having another sleep, when there was a beavy 


the steamer had come along- 
side the wharf; but, as 1 was aft, 1 did 
no bear the crash as some of the 
passengers did. The ship keeled overon her 
side almost at once. | leaped from my berth, 
looked into the passageway, and, seeing people 
runum about. knew at once that something 
was wrong, and, pullmg on my trousers and 
throwing a coat over my shoulders, rusbed on 
deck and found everything in contusion and the 
sailors getting the boats into the water. It was 
a frightful sight. Thesteam was rushing out of 
the boilers with a deafening soundand the black 
fog surrounded us. Not knowing but that 
the sbip would sink at any moment, I 
went about on deck, and, seei how things 
were, | went below and put on more clothes, as 
it was bitterly cold. Returning on deck, I found 
three of the boats already in the water and 
many of the passengers and crew with life- 
belts on. I found two after much trouble, giv- 
ing one to a sailor, and, as it proved, it saved

to get into the Purser's boat, one of the last that 
left the ship. I don't think it could have taken 
in another without sinking. There was oaly one’ 
sailor in our boat, and | made myself useful! in 
helping puil the boat away from the ship. The 
scene was awtul. The long, biack bull of the 
ship looked immense in the f as she settied 
down In the water. Sbe looked like aun enor- 
mous sea monster. 1 don't think we had left 
the ship more tban four or five minutes before 
she went down headfirst. The sight was fright- 
ful, for the last boat had gone away 
and left the Captain, several officers, 
and fifteen or sixteen sailors, and their 
eries for the boats to come back and 
take them was heartrending. We pulled for 
the other steamer, which we heard in the dis- 
tance. and, after bog nearly run down by the 
Kirby Hall, were taken oo board and landed at 
Holyhead about 9 or 10 that moruing. 1 saved 
my money and what clothes 1 stood in—night- 
gown, trousers, overcoat, and shoes—but lost 
everything else, including my pictures and 
sketches, the result of my summer's work at 
bome, and my studio-fittings. The greatest 
praise is due the brave Captain and his et- 
cient officers, and 1 can testify that but for 
their coolness and bravery. there must have 
been confusion and great loss of life. 


THE NEWHALL HOUSE, 


Evidence Before the Coroner's. Jury 

Yesterday—A Fireman’s Admission 

that the Hotel Wasa Firetrap. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 30.— Interest in 
the Newhall House inquest, which began to 
flatten, was revived today by the testimony 
of various firemen. 

Chief Lippert said the firemen and police- 
men did duty in saving lives. He considered 
the telegraph wires very much in the way, 
but did not give orders to cut the wires. The 
department has no creal and horses for the 
fire-escapes. The firemen often looked over 
premises to know what to do in an 
emergency. If the fire companies of the de- 
partment haa not been at another fire more 
lives could have been saved at the burning 
hotel. The latter had not sufficient fire-es- 
capes, in the opinion of witness, but he 
added the Newhall was nearly as well pro- 
vided with escapes as any other hotel. 

The testimony of other firemen agreed in 
the main points. 

In the afternoon session David Rose, Sec- 
retary of the Local Board of Underwriters, 
testified that he had examined the hotel 
shortly before the fire in regard to insurance 
rate, He found hose on pegs instead of 
reels, The drying-room was extremely dan- 
gerous, and, the proprietors refusing to sub- 
stitute wire for wooden bars, he consequent- 
ly addressed a circular to agents advising 
them that the rate Should not be reduced. 
The Newhall House rate was higher than 
that of any other hotel on account of its dan- 
ger ous condition, 

J. C. Cary, one of the oldest agents in the 
city, said the hotel was extremely dangerous, 
and he did not consider a risk good even at 
a rate of 2 per cent. 

Several of the firemenstestified to being 
timid in entering the bullding because they 
knew it was a firetrap. 

The District-Attorney stated in answer to 
a question of a juror that he had endeavored 
to show that the fire was incendiary, but that 
any positive evidence to that effect would be 
taken advantage of by the other side. He 
could not present all the evidence in posses- 
sion of the prosecution without injury te the 
case against Scheller.

A Reply to the Resolutions of the 
Railroads Sent to Their Rep- 
resentative. 


The New Rules Regulating “ Cor- 
ners” Reported by the Spe- 
cial Committee. 


Sudden and Unexpected Termination of 
the John B, Lyon Injunction 
Case. 


Lyon's Attorney Allows the Injanctien to Be Dis- 
solved and the Bill Dismissed. 


The Executive Committee submitted to 
the Directors of the Board of Trade yester- 
day areply to the resolutions received from 
the railroads who are are at war with the 
Board of Trade. The reply was approved, 
and the committee instructed to send it to 
Mr. Moore, who represents the railroads, 
The tone of the letter is not known. 

The special committee appointed Nov. 20 
last to prepare amendments to the rules of 
the Board of Trade has prepared a report, 
which was submitted to the Di- 
rectors at the meeting of  yester- 
day afternoon. It is understood that 
the committee has devoted attention chiefly 
to the corner rules thus far, and reported 
on that point only, reserving the other rules 
for future labor. ‘The course was suggested 
as wise, because the board is just uow agi- 
tated on

and anxious to take some action which shall 
commend itseif to the good sense of the out- 
side commercial world, as well as form a 
protection to innocent members and others 
against the oppressions which have often 
been felt under thé progress of corners in 
produce. 

The tollowing extracts from the report of 
the committee contain the 8 of changes 
which it ls proposed to make: 

The Board of Dtrectors shall also, on the Tues- 
day succeeding each annual election, or as soon 
thereafter as may be practicable, appolut a 
committee of nine members of the association 
to be known as the Committee on Contracts and 
Deposits. The term of office of said committee 
shall commence on the Tuesday succeeding their 
appolotment, and shall continue for one year, 
or until their successors are appointed and as- 
sume their duties. In the event any vacancy 


period thereof; provided 
appointed or chosen Or serve 
tee apy member holding ap e 
association; and provided further, that 
term of office of the committee first appointed 
under this section shall expire with the present 
official year. 

RULE VII. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Contracts and Deposits to determine the 
value of property for a basis of deposits; to se- 
cure the fulfiliment of time contracts. For such 
purpose the committee shall meet without un- 
necessary delay on receiving notice, the same 
having been announced on Change by tue Sec- 
retary, that two or more members of the asso- 
ciation have so requested; and to this end the 
committee shall consider the value of the prop- 
erty in question for manufacturing and con- 
sumptive purposes in this market, its price in 
other markets, as well as such other. facts as 
may fairly enter into the determination of its 
legal value. irrespective of its speculative price. 
The object and intention of this section being 
simply to afford purties to contracts due pro- 
tection against loss through failures occasioned 
by sudden and violent changes in market prices. 

Sec. 2. It sball also be the duty of the Com- 
mittee on Oontracts and Deposits to hear and 
determine cases of disputed claims, resulting 
from the non-delivery of property on time con- 
tracts at their maturity, that are submitted to 
its adjudication by either party. 

Notice of the hearing of any such case sball 
be given on 'Change, to the end that any mem- 
ber of the association baving interest therein 
may have an opportunity to offer evidence bear- 
ing upon the question at issue. 

All testimony shall be received under oath or 
affirmation, and all such interrogatories or evi- 
dence shall be admitted as would in the opinion 
of the committee be admissible ig a court of 
law or equity.

In determining the amount of damages to be 
paid by the party delinquent the committee 
shall find the true value of the property at ma- 
turity of contract in question, for manufactur- 
ing, consumptive, and sbipping purposes, and 
such ascertained value of the property shall be 
deemed a just basis for the assessment of dam- 
ages for default in delivery: provided that if 
the committee believe from the evidence that 
the value of the property has been enhanced by 
legitimate speculative causes, then, in view of 
the same, committee shall increase the 
valuation ot the property as above found, in 
extent not exceeding ten do per cent. It is 
turther provided that the committee shall not 
consider or be influenced by prices that, in their 
judgment, have been made or maintained 
by any individual or combination for the 
purpose of extorting unreasonable damages, 
nor by sales below the market price of the prop- 
erty in question, made for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a low are market price as a basis 

contracts at their ma- 
turity. 

The value of the property as finally deter- 
mined by the committee shall be considered and 
accepted as the just and equitable basis for de- 
termining the measure of damages for default 
on the particular contract in question, and shall 
constitute a basis for all settlements and ad- 
justments of similar defauits by members of 
the association on like contracts maturing the 
same day. 

The tindings of the committee shall be re- 
spected by the Board of Directors and the Com- 
mittees of Arbitration and Appeals, and ail 
damages based thereon shall be due and payable 
immediately.

THE BATTLE OF SHILOH. 


A Criticism of Gen. Lew Wallace’s 
Conduct During That Famous 
Fight. 


CMmceAdo, Jan. 30. [Editor of The Trib- 
une. — Again are the skirmishers out, trying 
to bring on another revival of the battle of 
Shiloh. One ex-Brigadier, now, after the 
lapse of twenty-one years, comes to the res- 
cue of another ex-Brigadier to show that 
Gen. Lew Wallace did not lose his way in 
trying to get from Crump’s Landing to the 
scene of battie on the eventful Sunday, 
April 6, 1362! He did not lose his way, but 
lust his head (a vague metaphor, which yet 
is in this case singularly expressive). Nearly 
two years ago the battle of Shiloh was 
gallantly fought over in your columns. 
Then it was on the question whether the bat- 
tle of Shiloh was a surprise”; now it is 
whether or not Gen. Lew Wallace, of Ind 
lana, was incompetent—beg pardon, I meant 
lost his way,” in trying to get within smell 
of powder. Incidentally I may remark that 
the genus Brigadier whe were effective with 
th® pen during and since the War were la- 
mentably inefficient with the sword; so that 
Bulwer’s famous passage in Richelieu” 
may be paraphrased to sult the case: 

The pen, with men not entirely great 

Is mightier than the sword! 
. Fremont, Banks, Butler, Schurz, McClel- 
lan, Milroy, Lew Wallace, and a whole bri- 
ade of literary Generals may occur easily in 
illustration, The Grants, Sheridans, Rose- 
cranses, Thomases, Meades—those whe suc- 
ceeded in winning battles and producing the 
results which throttled the Rebellion—were 
different writers by comparison. .The latter 
don’t rush into print upon all occasions, or 
rarely, because, to use the slang of the street, 
they don’t have to!” ‘Their records are se- 
cure. Though “vilifed, and reviled, and 
needlesly aspersed by unnumbered presses,”’ 
to use the language of Conkling, they are 
still “ first in war, first in peace, and first in 
the hearts of their countrymen.” 

THE Issue. 

But to the issue raised by Gen, Hovey, of 
Indiana, respecting the conduct of Lew Wal- 
lace, of the same State. Crump's Landing, 
where Wallace lay encamped with one of the 
finest divisions of Grant’s army, is seven 
miles from Shiloh Meeting-House, where the 
desperate fighting was done. The battle 
opened at break of day on Sunday, April 6, 
near the meeting-house—the brunt falling on 
Sherman’s (advance) division. A fairly good, 
clean, sandy road led from Crump’s ing 
to Pittsburg Landing, withina mile and a half 
of Shiloh.“ Gen. Wallace, according to all 
reports, official and otherwise, 
the morning to move“ . 
the firing —this, it appears, without definit 
orders trom his superiors. He struck blind- 
ly towards the sound of firing,”’ blundering 
into whatever roads he found, knowing not 
whither they led, but all the time in the “ di- 
rection of the firing.” After marching the 
* boys.” up and down these labyrinthian 
roads three-quarters of the day, he then 
countermarched and followed the echo of 
the firing, landi back at Crump’s Land- 
ing, the place of starting, at sundown, at 
which time and place he “found orders 
awaiting him from Gen. Grant“ directing 
him to do the very thing he had been doing— 
viz.: Follow the direction of the firing.“ 
Meantime, while he (Lew Wallace), who had 
been for weeks encamped there, and 
was familiar with the ground, was 
wande ut in the woods, Gen. 
Nelson, the advance of Gen, Bueil’s 
Army of the Ohio, who arrived at Savannah 
the evening before the battle—and s 
six miles farther down the river than Wal- 
lace—contrived to reach the scéne of battle 
at a little after 4 o’clock, and actually saved 
the day from irreparable defeat. Nelson 
found a quagmire on the east (opposit) side 
of the river, and, by constructing 
roads (the men . the artillery 
ropes in some places), reac 
posit Pittsburg Landing at about 
making the distance of nearly ten miles in 
four hours, and, in despite of the appall 
difficulties described, seized transports 
ferried his men across the river, and with 
banners and music threw himself gallantly 
into the breach. 

A CONTRAST. 

Contrast the conduct of Nelson and Wal- 
lace! Suppose Nelson had “lost his Mt 
and when he got within a mile and a half of 
the scene of battle countermarched his men 
—foliowing the echo, as did Wallace—where 
would Grant’s forlorn hope have been? 
Echo answers, In the Tennessee River, and 
Grant’s fame in oblivion. With the river 
lined on both sides all the way from Crump's 
to Pittsburg Landing, with a wilderness of 
steamers, why oid not this able writer of 
romances, Gen. Lew Wallace, use them as 
transfers for his men, so that he could have 
reached the goal within an hour, instead of 
tioundering around the woods all that bright 
April Sunday, while the heroic Sherman and 
that dauntless martyr to incompetent general- 
‘ship, Gen. W. II. I. Wallace, of Lilinois, were 
being literally cut all to pieces,” and Pren- 
tiss, with his fine division, captured, and 
Hurlbut slaughtered, and Buckland massa- 
cred? Aside from the compliment implied 
by making the comparison, it must appear as 
a small-sized Fitz John Porter case, with this 
distinction: that in Porter’s case consum- 
mate ability and deliberate method were em- 
ployed; while in Lew Wallace’s case, sim- 
ple, unmitigated incompetency, if not cow- 
ardice, were the factors.

COMFORT IN TRANSIT. 


THE PROPOSED CABLE LINE TO ENGLE- 
WOOD—UTTER INADEQUACY OF PRESENT 
ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The South Chicago City Railway Company 
coutem plates extending its cable road to Enwle- 
wood early in the spring. By using a twenty- 
four-foot wheel at Sixty-third street it expects 
to be able to increase the speed between Thirty- 
ninth street and Englewood to from fifteen to 
twenty milesan hour, and thinks there will be 
no peroeptibie strain on the eabie or machinery. 
The company has been so busy with the new 
cabie lines that it has not paid much attention 
tothe comfort of its patrons, and the com- 
plainings of the multitudes who are obliged to 
patronize it for the want of other ac- 
commodations are beginning to be heard. 
If the cable cars cannot be heated they should 
at least be warmly upholstered both in the seats 
and in the backs. But few of the cars have 
upholstered cushions, and none (on the State 
street line at least) upholstered backs. Most of 
them have simply a strip of carpeting tacked 
over a seat made of strips of wood, through 
which the cold wind penetrates. A hard wood 
back with a stream of cold air filtering up and 
striking you in the back compictes the com- 
forta, and a ride to Thirty-ninth street will chill 
a pe erson through. 

he cable cars are bad enough, but the exten- 

— to Euglewood is worse, These cars are 
ithy to start with, and even a dry covering for 

the floor is denied. The floor, or wood grating, 

is continually wetand damp. -The stoves with 
which it was attempted to heat the cars are 
complete failures, They are sheet-iron con- 
trivance placed under the seat aud fed from the 
outside, and do not generate enough heat to dry 
the floor on which they stand. A person who 
makes tne ride from the city to Engliewoud once 
on the State street cars will not do it again, ex- 
cept under very pressing circumstances. in 
fact, many people prefer to walk to and from 
the steam-cars of the liinois Central and Rock 

Island Roads rather than ride to Thirty-Urst aud 

Thirty-ninth streets on the disagreeable and un- 

comfortable street-cars.

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A MECHANIC ON PROTECTION. 


Growing Skepticism Among the Wages 
Class as to Their Share in the 
Benefits of Protection. 


CnicaGo, Jan. 30 80.— [Editor of an 2 
„in speaking of workingmen 1 mea 

nies — class who are engaged in 
manual labor, or, perhaps more definitly, 
“those persons who, having no command of 
the agencies and instrumentalities of pro- 
duction, are obliged to seek employment and 
the means of subsistence at the hands of 
others.” Walker truthfully says: “If we 
group employers and employés together, 
how are we going to reach the subject of 
strikes and trades-unions?” We must ex- 
clude farmers from this classification, not 
because he does not labor, but because he is 
in command of the agencies and instrumen- 
talities of production. He is his own em- 
ployer and frequently the employer of others, 
almost always of women and children at 
least. Again, there is a large class of arti- 
sans of that mixed character that they are 
neither employed nor employer; but, hav- 
ing control of their own agencies and instru- 
mentalities, they are outside the classification 
for our purpose. 

Are these men Protectionists? Yes. In- 
terest, that great touchstone, compels it. We 


‘think American workmen in the protected 


industries are the best fed, clothed, housed, 
and educated in the wide world. Their be- 
lief in these things was so vivid that when 
the system was in peril ia the last general 
campaign they severed old ties, life-time 
predilections and friendships, and voted for 
the party which promised most for the safety 
of their pet system. In this they were helped 
by all attainable means by their employers, 
whose interest in the conservation of protec- 
tion, so they explained,; was only that they 
might pay proportionately larger wages to 
their workmen than the same workmen 
could obtain at the same pursuits in En- 
gland; only this and nothing more—all for 


the workingmen. 

The very exuberance of such a promise 
set men to thinking before the campaign 
was scarce closed, and men began think- 
ing of the growth and development of the 
protected industries in the United States. 
The cotton, woolen, and silk, the sugar, pa- 
per, chemical and metal interests are each 
and all signal examples of the protective 
system, but tne steel-and-iron-protected busi- 
ness comes most nearly today to a prohibito- 
ry basis, because the skilled workmen are 
paid higher wages than any similar large 
body of workmen in the world having the 
same or similar degree of skill, because from 
the mannerin whichit holds its patents it 
comes as near answering the idea of monop- 
oly as anything we know of, because it holds 
out to the country the idea that it is only be- 
cause of protection that such wages are paid 
to their employes. 

We do not believe that theré will be such a 
thing.as free-trade in this country, at least 
this century. We do not believe that the 
condition of fiscal affairs will be such in the 
present century that we can dispense with 
the revenues derived from customs. The 
people of this country are not likely to take 
kindiy to any scheme of direct taxation. I 
am certain that the ee Ay of workingmen 
are thinking as 1 do. We think Tre TRIn- 
UNE wants a modification of the tariff and 
(we ourselves could not have believed it six 
months back) we are seriously asking our- 
selves Do we not want a modified tariff for 
a variety of reasons ? 

The fir t of these is, Does protection pro- 
tect us?“ We ask this in a narrow, seitish 

way. We believe that our propositions do 
not subvert the rights of property. but fortify 
them with new and additional safeguards 
which change and violate nothing unless 
perchance existing tenets. 

We of all men feel the necessity of main- 
taining law and order, and that the original 
spirit of the law is broad enough and elastic 
enough today to do justice to all interests 
and deny none, and that no harm to the foun- 
dations of society need be done. Yet the ap- 
plication of those rules bas atways been in 
the hands of one class, who by birth or inter- 
est have deducéd rules in the interest of 
monopoly. We claim that when the sovereign 
people delegate any of their rights and priv- 
lleges to any manor set of men (i. e., cor- 
porations) they are exercising a sovereign 
power, and, as they give, the same power 
— be inherent to take away or to reg- 
ulate. 

With the farmer as he is in the United 
States, or the merchant or professional man 
whose advancement is due in the main to his 
own skill, application, and knowledge, not to 
any prescription of other classes for his ben- 
efit, we would deprecate any interference by 
any ore as to what he should do or how he 
should remunerate his employés any further 
than is provided by the common law. But, 
in the matter of the protected industries, the 
people have given up in their behalf the 
sovereign right and privilege of buying in 
the cheapest market. They have consented 
to the lay on of impost in the name and 
under the pretext of revenue of such a char- 
acter as to make it nearly prohibitory, and 
have exhibited the pleasure of a devotee in 
this seli-denial. Denying themselves the 
revenue which was the primary pretense of 
the impost, they have been forced to the hate- 
ful alternative of direct taxation and excise. 
They have voluntarily accepted some duties 
for which they “ threw down the gage of bat- 

tle,’ as the godlike Daniel Webster said, 
“when numbering only 2,500,000, to a 
power which, for purposes of con- 
uest or subjugation, was greater 
an that of Rome at the zenith of her 


power,“ sooner than submit under compu!- 


sion. They have accepted burdens and dis- 
—.— r which in earlier days not- 
ing the still li fires of patriot- 
assachusetts and 
bellion in Pennsylvania testi- 

fed n the people's hatred. 
Did they give these up to foster monopo- 
lies and stil) further curtail the rights of 
selves (the soverzign people)? Cer- 
tainly not! Yet the fact remains that they 
have given them up to the owners and bene- 
laries of the protected industries. No 
wonder that Herbert Spencer was moved at 
the spectacle of 52,000,000 of the most pro- 
| gressive and. aggressive, freest and enlight-

ing our liberties. Yet I cannot believe that 
We are not awake to our dangers nor that we 
will not wake to our peril until we are bound 
pane and foot at the feet of corporations.

A MECHANIC ON PROTECTION. 


Growing Skepticism Among the Wages 
Class as to Their Share in the 
Benefits of Protection. 


mea. Jan. 80.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. In speaking of workingmen I mean 
the wage-earning class who are engaged in 
manual labor, or, perhaps more definitly, 
“those persons who, having no command of 
the agencies and instrumentalities of pro- 
duction, are obliged to seek employment and 
the means of subsistence at the hands of 
others.” Walker truthfully says: “If we 
group employers and employés together, 
how are we going to reach the subject of 
strikes and trades-unions?” We must ex- 
clude farmers from this classification, not 
because he does not labor, but because he is 
in command of the agencies and instrumen- 
talities of production. He is his own em- 
ployer and frequently the employer of others, 
almost always of women and children at 
least. Again, there is a large class of arti- 
sans ot that mixed character that they are 
neither employed nor employer; but, hav- 
ing control of their own agencies and instru- 
mentalities, they are outside the classification 


for our purpose. 

Are these men Protectionists? Yes. In- 
terest, that great touchstone, compels it. We 
think American workmen in the protected 
industries are the best fed, clothed, housed, 
and educated in the wide world. Their be- 
lief in these things was so vivid that when 
the system was in peril ia the last general 
campaign they severed old ties, life-time 
predilections and friendships, and voted for 
the party which promised most for the safety 
ot their pet system. In this they were helped 
by all attainable means by their employers, 
whose interest in the conservation of protec- 
tion, so they explained, was only that they 
might pay proportionately larger wages to 
their workmen than the same workmen 
could obtain at the same pursuits in En- 
gland; only this and nothing more—all for 


the workingmen. 

The very exuberance of such a promise 
set men to thinking before the campaign 
was scarce closed, and men began think- 
ing of the growth and development of the 
protected industries in the United States. 
The cotton, woolen, and silk, the sugar, pa- 
per, chemical and metal interests arg each 
and all signal. examples of the protective 
system, but the steel-and-iron-protected busi- 
ress comes most nearly today to a prohibito- 
ry basis, because the skilled workmen are 

aid higher wages than any similar large 

“ly of workmen in the world having the 
same or similar degree of skill, because from 
the manner in whichit holds its patents it 
comes as near answering the idea of monop- 
oly as anything we know of, because it holds 
out to the country the idea thatitis only be- 
cause of protection that such wages are paid 
to their employes. 

We do not believe that there will be such a 
thing.as free-trade in this country, at least 
this century. We do not believe that the 
condition of fiscal affairs will be such in the 
present century that we can dispense with 
the revenues derived from customs. The 
1 N of this country are not likely to take 

idiy to ny scheme of direct taxation. I 
am certain that the majority of workingmen 
are thinking as 1 do. We think Tre TRin- 
UNE wants a modification of the tariff and 
(we ourselves could not have believed it six 
—— — we are seriously asking our- 

selves Do we not want a modified tariff for 
a variety of reasons ? 

The tir it of these is, Does protection pro- 
tect us?“ We ask this in a narrow, seitish 

way. We believe that our propositions do 

not subvert the rights of property. but fortify 

them with new and additional safeguards 
which change and violate nothing unless 
perchance existing tenets. 

We of all menefeel the necessity of main- 
taining law and order, and that the original 
spirit of the law is broad enough and elastic 
enough today to do justice to all interests 
and deny none, and that no harm to the foun- 
dations of society need be done. Yet the ap- 

ieation of those rules has atways been tn 

hands of one class, who by birth or inter- 
est have deducéd rules in the interest of 
monopoly: We claim that when the sovereign 
people delegate any of their rights and priv- 
lleges to any manor set of men (i. e., cor- 
porations) they are exercising a sovereign 
power, and, as they give, the same power 
white be inherent to take away or to reg- 


te. 

With the farmer as he is in the United 
States, or the merchant or professional man 
w hose advancement-is due in the main to his 
own skill, application, and knowledge, not to 
any prescription of other classes for his ben- 
efit, we would deprecate any interference by 
any ore as to what he shouid do or how he 
should remunerate his employés any further 
than is provided by the common law. But, 
in the matter of the protected industries, the 
people have given up in their behalf the 
sovereign right and privilege of buying in 
the cheapest market. They have consented 
to the laying on of impost in the name and 
under the pretext of revenue of such a char- 
acter as to make it nearly prohibitory, and 
have exhibited the pleasure of a devotee in 
this self-denial. Denying themselves the 
revenue which was the primary pretense of 
the impost, they have been forced to the hate- 
ful alternative of direct taxation and excise. 
They have voluntarily accepted some duties 
for which they * threw down the gage of bat- 
le,” as the godlike Daniel Webster said, 

“when numbering only 2,500,000, to a 
power which, for purposes of con- 
( —_ or subjugation, was greater 

n that of Rome at the zenith of her 
“power,” sooner than submit under compul- 
sion.
